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A PULPIT MANUAL 


On the Conduct of Public Worship 


To offer unto God acceptable and adoring worship 
is the highest instinct of the human soul, and calls for 
the most exalted effort which the nature of man can 
undertake. It is incumbent, therefore, upon those whose 
high and solemn duty it is to lead the devotions of a 
congregation, to enter upon it with a prepared heart, 
with a spirit attuned to its solemnities, and with a mien 
at once reverent and devout. It is incumbent also 
upon such, to seek by every means to assist those who 
present themselves in the sanctuary to offer unto God 
spiritual sacrifices acceptable unto Him. To do this 
it is necessary so to conceive, and so to conduct the 
service, that it shall lead the worshipper by successive 
steps to a deepening sense of need, to a clear realization 
of the Divine Presence, and to an enriching sense of 
fellowship with Him Whom they worship. The different 
acts of worship, thus, should not be left to the impulse of 
the moment, but should be intelligently and sympathe- 
tically conceived with these great ends in view. 

The worship of God may fitly be opened by a “ Call 
to Worship” in words of Holy Scripture—at the reading 
of which the people should be invited to stand—and be 
followed by a Prayer of Invocation, in which God is 
adored, and in which approach to Him is earnestly 
supplicated. The opening hymn should be in keeping

with such aspirations, and may fitly express the glory 
of the divine nature, or the joy of worshippers at the 
return of the Day of Rest. 

As a sense of sin must ever be the prevailing burden 
of all who truly draw near to God, it is meet and right 
that such confession should thereafter be made, with 
petitions for mercy, cleansing and renewal, so that, with 
forgiven hearts and restored communion, the people 
may go forward to a deeper realization of the Divine 
Presence, and with minds prepared to hear what God the 
Lord shall say. 

Where no Lectionary is used the passages of Holy 
Scripture should be carefully selected beforehand, and 
should be reverently read without comment. When 
explanation of the contents is deemed advisable it is 
suggested that this should be done before or after the 
reading, that the message of God’s Word be not hampered. 
Between the Lessons the act of praise wherever possible 
should be selected from the great Hymns or Canticles 
of the Church, so that thereby the worshippers may be 
united with the praise of the universal Church of Christ. 
Following the New Testament Lesson a short address 
to the children may be given, care being taken that the 
spiritual tone of the worship be not sacrificed or its 
high reverences lost. The child mind is best educated 
by reverence and awe. : 

Following the Scripture reading, and _ children’s 
address, an act of praise should be rendered. Where 
this does not take the form of a children’s hymn the 
subject should be the work of the Holy Spirit, or a hymn 
of aspiration and prayer, at the conclusion of which the 
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minister shall lead the people in a prayer of Thanks- 
giving, in which the worshippers joyfully lay upon God’s 
altar their sacrifices of praise and gratitude, and there- 
after unite in Intercessions on behalf of their brethren. 
The prayer of Intercession may fitly conclude with the 
Lord’s Prayer in which the people should be invited to 
join. 

At the conclusion of this prayer the Announcements 
may be made. These, if possible, should be given out 
by some office-bearer of the Church, all matter not 
dealing with the spiritual work of the Church being © 
rigidly excluded. The hymn which follows may fitly 
be a hymn of consecration, of spiritual experience, or 
of devout aspiration. 

Before the Sermon the people should be led in a prayer 
for Illumination, and at the conclusion of the Sermon in 
a prayer for divine blessing upon the preaching of the 
Word. The Offertory, which is an act of worship, 
in which the people give of their gifts to God for the 
growth of His Kingdom, if not already taken, may 
here follow. During the taking of the Offertory a 
voluntary should be played upon the organ—any act 
of praise, or anthem by the Choir, being delayed until 
this act of worship be completed. 

The closing act of praise may fitly be a Doxology, or 
hymn of Praise and Thanksgiving, at the conclusion 
of which, the Benediction being pronounced, the people 
remain bowed in silent prayer. Every effort should be 
made to maintain these closing moments in perfect 
silence, that the private devotions of the people be in 
no ways disturbed by any outward distractions.

Vouchsafe unto us with the just who have loved 
Thee, and with the righteous who have desired Thee, 
to serve Thee in Thy Kingdom which is everlasting ; 
where, with the Son and the Holy Spirit, Thou dost reign, 
O Holy and ever blessed Trinity, one God, for ever and 
ever. Amen. 


Most tholy God, our Father in Heaven, Who hast 
revealed Thyself in Jesus Christ as a God of pity and 
compassion, forgiving the iniquities of such as truly 
repent, and absolving all those who turn from their 
sins, grant that with penitent and contrite hearts we may 
turn unto Thee, acknowledging our unworthiness, and 
earnestly seeking Thy forgiveness. 

We acknowledge with shame and contrition how often 
we have forgotten Thee, how far we have wandered 
from Thee, how cold and lukewarm are our hearts, and 
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how evil are the inclinations of our natures. We confess 
that, when we would do good, evil is present with us, 
and that even our best moments are stained by our 
imperfections.

Most holy God, Who dwellest in light inaccessible 
and full of glory, we come to Thee as sinful seeking 
cleansing, as penitent seeking forgiveness, as weary 
seeking rest. — 

We bewail our many failures and transgressions, 
our secret faults and presumptuous sins, our foolish 
wanderings, and our constant infidelity. We confess 
that we have distrusted Thy mercies and despaired of 
Thy forgiveness; that we have exposed ourselves to 
temptation and have not repented when we have fallen ; 
that we have delighted in selfish ease and walked in 
forbidden ways, and that in thought and word and deed 
we have sinned against Thee, and against our fellow- 
men. 

Most merciful Father, Who hast opened at Calvary 
a river of cleansing, whose waters wash away the stains of 
our sin, and restore hearts that are penitent to purity 
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and to Thy divine favour, let those cleansing waters 
pass over our souls, that the stain of our sins may 
be washed away, and that we may be made clean in Thy 
most holy sight. 

Most blessed Saviour, Thou gracious Comforter and 
Restorer of all distressed and sin-laden souls, draw us 
away from our sins, our dangerous affections, and our 
hidden shame. Let Thy pure love burn out all low 
desires, and promote all spiritual satisfactions, and let 
those rich mercies which come down from above upon 
the hearts of men, descend upon, and reside within us, 
and be our defence and delight, until, saved by Thy grace, 
we stand in Thy presence, inheriting the promises, and 
dwell with Thee in that Kingdom which is everlasting. 
Amen. 


Almighty God, most pure, most holy, in Whose 
blessed and radiant presence angels veil their faces, 
help us Thine earth-born children now to adore Thee. 

We come with hands, with lips, and with hearts 
stained by sin. We are not what we ought to be, we 
are not what Thou desirest usto be, we are not what we 
fain would be. Deeply conscious are we of our sins 
and failures, and of our many transgressions. So un- 
worthy are our lives that we could not dare to approach 
unto Thee, hadst Thou not manifested Thyself in Thy Son 
as a God of forgiveness, a Father Whose mercy is infinite, 
a Saviour Who seeketh to save the weary and the 
lost. But Thou hast said, Come unto Me, and weak 
and erring though we be, we come, trusting in Thy 
promises. Descend on the wings of Thy mercy, O 
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merciful Father, and grant unto each one of us absolu- 
tion and restoration to Thy divine favour. 

Most pitiful God, Whose riches are not in silver and 
gold, but in mercy and compassion, bless us now in our 
worship. Bless those who love Thee and those who love 
Thee not, and who have most need of Thy blessing ; 
bless the earnest in Thy presence, and bless the careless ; 
bless the spiritually minded, and bless the indifferent ; 
bless the old and bless the young ; bless the strong and 
bless the weak ; bless those who are present, bless those 
who are absent, and bring us all into a better state of 
mind and heart. Help us to become more merciful ; 
teach us to forgive that we may be forgiven ; may the 
duties and experiences of life educate us in patience, 
and draw us ever nearer to Thee; and these things we 
humbly seek in Jesus’ Name. Amen. 


© God, Who in Thy great love hast given unto us 
Thy most holy Son Jesus in Whose Name we come, 
in Whose intercession we plead, and in Whose sacrifice 
we trust, receive us, we humbly beseech Thee, and let 
Thy compassionate eye behold our necessities.

Let not 
the multitude of our transgressions hinder Thee from 
hearing our supplications, but let Thy mercy prevail, 
that the just judgments that ought to fall upon us we 
may escape, and the mercy we do not deserve be granted. 

Most gracious Father, Who art able not only to forgive 
but to redeem, bestow upon us, we beseech Thee, that 
strength which will enable us to conquer the evils which 
abound without us and within. Disengage our hearts 
from all dangerous affections, from all worldly cares, 
from the love of ease or vain display, and from fruitless 
solicitude. Guide, we entreat Thee, all our actions 
by Thy holy inspiration, and sustain us daily by Thy 
grace, that all our works, begun in Thee, may by Thee be 
happily ended. 

Finally, we beseech Thee to grant, O most merciful 
Father and Redeemer, that when this earthly tabernacle 
shall be dissolved, we may be clothed in Thy likeness, 
and, living in the blessed society of the just made perfect, 
may ever enjoy Thy glorious presence, and reign with 
Thee for ever and ever. Amen. 


© God, Who art the righteous Judge of men, Who 
dost call us this day to repentance, and dost never 
reject the prayers of such as are truly contrite, hear us, 
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we entreat Thee, as we confess our sins, and in Thy divine 
clemency grant us absolution. 

With shame and contrition we acknowledge our many 
failures and offences ; our neglect of our duty toward 
Thee and toward our fellowmen ; our lack of faith, of 
patience and perseverance ; the rebelliousness of our 
wills ; our weak and foolish repinings at Thy providence ;

O God of unspeakable love and power, Whose mercy 
is disclosed in the lives of sinful men, look with com- 
passionate and forgiving eye upon all those who, weary 
of their sins, turn now to Thee, and by the operations 
of Thy perpetual Providence fulfil Thy purposes of 
salvation in each one of us. Let not our past failures 
chill our present repentance, but to our repentance add 
faith, and to our faith love, that we may both trust in 
Thy mercies, and joyfully consecrate ourselves to Thy 
service. 

Most Holy Spirit, by Whose indwelling light alone we 
can walk without stumbling, descend upon us with Thine 
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almighty power, and confirm in our earthly hearts these 
heavenly longings ; purify our minds, enrich our hearts, 
strengthen our wills so long enfeebled by indulgence, 
and may this day of worship begin in us a new devotion 
to the things that are spiritual, and a nobler consecration 
of our lives to the service of Christ, and to the needs of 
our fellowmen. 

Vouchsafe, O Lord, to grant unto us, unworthy, these 
rich mercies, which now we seek in the Name of our Lord 
and Advocate Jesus Christ, Who with Thee and the Holy 
Spirit ever liveth, one God, for ever and ever. Amen. 


Almighty and Most Merciful Father, we have 
erred and strayed from Thy ways like lost sheep. We 
have followed too much the devices and desires of our 
own hearts. We have offended against Thy holy laws.

and grant that those things which we have faithfully 
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asked according to Thy will, may effectually be obtained, 
to the relief of our necessity, and to the setting forth of 
Thy glory; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

Have mercy upon the aged who have misspent their 
lives ; who can find no place for repentance ; who are 
embittered and scornful ; and who have no fear of death 
before their eyes. 

Have mercy upon the young who are listening to the 
false voices of the world; who are allured by the false 
glamour of sin, and who despise the warnings of their 
conscience, and the entreaties of their friends. 

Have mercy upon us all; upon those who seek Thy 
clemency, and those who seek it not ; and in Thy divine 
beneficence regard not our utter unworthiness, but for 
the sake of Thy divine Son, our Redeemer Jesus Christ, 
restore us to Thy likeness, and make us inheritors of 
Thy promises. z

SINS OF THOUGHT 
Want of thoughtfulness toward the weak, the 
suffering, and the needy. 
Quenching of thoughts of kindness and forbearance. 
Harbouring evil, envious, unholy thoughts. 


SINS OF SPEECH 
Insincerity; saying “ Peace! peace!” where there 
is no peace ; flattering the rich and powerful. 
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Indulging in vain, frivolous and empty conversation ; 
in coarse, immodest, or evilly suggestive language. 

Insincerity in prayer; making request for things 
we do not desire or expect ; using the language of 
devotion without the spirit. 

Bearing false witness against our neighbour ; uttering 
hot, passionate, and unkind words when we ought 
to have remained silent ; remaining silent when we 
ought to have spoken. 


SINS OF BEHAVIOUR 

Our betrayal of Christ through the worldliness of 
our lives; through our frivolous and unseemly 
behaviour ; through the support our words and 
deeds have given to the careless and sinful.

O Holy, and Ever-blessed Spirit, Who proceedest from 
the Father and the Son, impart now unto our souls divine 
grace, and bless these symbols which speak to us of 
Christ’s Broken Body and Shed Blood. And as with deep 
humility and adoration we receive them, grant that we 
may by faith be united to Him in His mystical Body, 
that He, entering within the veil of the flesh, and 
tabernacling in our souls, may recreate us in His holy 
likeness, to the end that He dwelling in us, and we in 
Him, we may be united to Him in deathless life, and 
made inheritors with all the saints of that glory which 
is everlasting. 

O Holy and Blessed Trinity, three Persons and one 
God, hear us as now in this hour of communion we 
re-dedicate ourselves body, soul, and spirit unto Thee. 
We unite with all Thy Holy Church throughout the 


world in the praise and glory of Thy Holy Name.

His face to shine upon you, and be gracious unto you. 
The Lord lift up His countenance upon you, and give 
you peace. — 


HYMN or PSALM cxxviii. 
Then the Minister shall say 


I pray you to hear now what by the mouth of His 
holy Apostles God hath spoken touching the duties of 
husbands and wives. 

To Husbands St. Paul saith : 

Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also loved 
the Church, and gave Himself for it; that He might 
sanctify and cleanse it with the washing of water by the 
Word, that He might present it to Himself a glorious 
Church, not having spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing ; 
but that it should be holy and without blemish. So 
ought men to love their wives as their own bodies. He 
that loveth his wife loveth himself. For no man ever yet 
hated his own flesh ; but nourisheth and cherisheth it, 
even as the Lord the Church; for we are members of 
His body, His flesh and His bones. For this cause 
shall a man leave his father and mother, and shall be 
joined unto his wife, and they two shall be one flesh 
(Eph. v. 25-31). 

So also St. Peter speaketh thus : 

Ye husbands dwell with your wives according to 
knowledge, giving honour unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs together of the grace 
of life ; that your prayers be not hindered (r Peter iti. 7). 
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To Wives God hath spoken by the same Apostles. 
By St. Paul in these words : 

Wives, submit yourselves to your own husbands 
as unto the Lord. For the husband is the head of the 
wife, even as Christ is the head of the Church ; and He 
is the Saviour of the body. Therefore as the Church is 
subject unto Christ, so let the wives be to their own 
husbands in everything (Eph. v. 22). 

And by St. Peter in like manner : 

Ye wives, be in subjection to your own husbands; 
that, if any obey not the Word, they also may without 
the Word be won by the conversation of their wives ; 
while they behold your chaste conversation coupled with 
fear. Whose adorning, let it not be that outward adorn- 
ing of plaiting the hair, and of wearing of gold, or of 
putting on of apparel, but let it be the hidden man 
of the heart, in that which is not corruptible, even the 
ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, which is in the sight 
of God of great price (1 Peter iii. 1-4). 


Here the Minister may give the following address, or other 
such words of exhortation : 


Permit me to offer unto you now a few words of 
sincere congratulation, and of kindly counsel. 

By this beautiful and solemn ordinance of the Church 
you have been united together, to become the sharers 
of one home, and of each other’s joys and sorrows, and 
this sacred relation is to last through life. It will become 
you, then, to seriously consider the path you ought to 
pursue. 

No home can ever be blessed in which the Giver of all 
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blessedness is forgotten, and in the midst of your joy 
in each other I would ask you to remember the goodness 
of God toward you. Through days of childhood and of 
youth He has preserved you; He has made you rich in 
each other’s love, and brought you in His providence 
to this hour of happy union. The prayers of all who 
love you encompass the Throne of Grace on your behalf 
to-day, and we pray that the good God who has so 
graciously befriended you in the days that are gone, 
may shield you in time of danger, comfort you in 
times of sickness, and bring you both to a happy and 
fruitful old age. 

When you leave this Church to-day, you go out into 
the world together, to found a new home, and to fight 
together the battle of life. And the secret of all happy 
married life is the joyous and uncomplaining bearing 
of each other’s burdens. To be truly happy in your home 
you must learn to be truly unselfish, to forgive and to 
forget, and not to expect more from each other than each 
can give. You have each your own temperament, 
your own ways of looking at things, and that union 
which comes through dissimilarities acquiesced in, and 
recognized, can only be reached by much forgiving love, 
and by the highest exercise of patience and gentleness. 

Most of all you will not forget to make your home 
beautiful. But beautiful homes are not made by lavish 
wealth, by decorations of art, or by costly furnishings. 
The house-beautiful is that which offers a shelter from 
the cold and enmities of the world ; which is warm with 
kindness, and with the comforts of love ; and which is 
a shrine of God’s own peace. 
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And now may the God of Peace, that brought 
from the dead our Lord Jesus, that great Shepherd of the 
sheep, through the blood of the everlasting covenant, 
make you perfect in every good work to do His will, 
working in you that which is well-pleasing in His sight, 
through Jesus Christ, to whom be glory for ever and 
ever. Amen. 


Then, the persons devoutly kneeling, the Minister shall say, 
Let us pray. 


Most flessed God, Who alone canst consecrate 
and make lasting all that we do here upon earth, let 
Thy blessing descend upon this union, we humbly 
beseech Thee, and upon these Thy servants united this 
day as husband and wife.

And 
especially, we beseech Thee to grant that, amid all the 
trials and changes of this our mortal life, they may hold 
undimmed their faith in Thee; as their years increase

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death, may they hold fast the promises which Thou hast 
given to them that love Thee.
